Husbands dislike cops and robbers 
Indiana sisters foil bank robbery 


AMBOY, Ind. (AP) — 'Two 
sisters who foiled a bank rob­ 
bery in this tiny northern In­ 
diana railroad community of 
47 6 are heroines to their chil­ 
dren, but their husbands wish 
they ’d leav e cops-and-robbers 
to someone else. 
“ My husband is a little un­ 
happy because I had my 2- 
y ear-old son with m e,” Re­ 
becca Grig g s, 28 , said. “ But 
my daug hters are jumping up 
and down, say ing their mommy 
caug ht a bank robber.” 
Mrs. Grig g s used her belt to 
tie up a suspected bandit Tues­ 
day after her sister, Shirley 
“ Casey ” Bowland, 27 , disabled 
the g etaway car. A second sus­ 
pect was caug ht a short time 
later as he missed jumping on 
the caboose of a mov ing freig ht 
train. 


Mrs. Bowland said she and 
her sister were waiting at the 
driv e-up window of the Farm­ 
ers National Bank branch Tues­ 
day afternoon when they saw a 
car with it’s eng ine running 
parked across the street. 
“ Becky said, ‘Do y ou think 
they ’re robbing the bank? ’ You 
know, just as a joke,” Mrs. 
Bowland said after the incident. 
She said the bank’s manag er, 
Herman Ag ness, 6 4, then ran 
out of the bank, told them the 
bank was being robbed and 
asked them to g o for help. 
“ I turned their car off and 
started letting air out of their 
tires,” she said. “ I was there 
when they came out of the 
bank and I beelined it for the 
restaurant —■ I didn’t know if 
they had a g un.”

jum p^ back in the car with 
her sister and they took off 
after the suspects who fled on 
foot after they found their car 
disabled. 
Ag ness said he watched the 
women round a building from 
one direction and Ehrhardt 
Ballschmidt, 32, owner of the 
community ’s lone supermarket, 
come from the other. 
“ Ehrhardt fired one shot, 
then the robber threw up his 
hands and said ‘I g iv e up,” ’ 
Mrs. Bowland said “ We told 
him to lay on the g round and 
spread ’em. Becky took off her 
bielt and we tied his hands.” 


“ I’ll be damned if one of 
those g irls didn’t hav e a foot on 
the g uy ,” Ag ness said, “ Then 
they marched him up town in 
front of their car and waitfd 


for the state police.” 
J ust to make sure the men 
didn’t find another car key and 
g et away , Ag ness shot out a 
tire on the car, Mrs. Bowland 
said.

The great debate o v er An go la 
co n tin u es, with mu ch heat bu t p re­ 
cio u s little light bein g shed o n cer­ 
tain fu n damen tal q u estio n s: 
Ju st who are the v ario u s fac­ 
tio n s co n ten din g fo r p o wer in that 
co u n try ? What do they rep resen t? 
Who m are we bein g ask ed to su p ­ 
p o rt, an d who m o p p o se? An d why ? 
The American p eo p le k n o w less 
abo u t An go la an d the An go lan s 
than they did abo u t Vietn am an d 
the Vietn amese in 1964. The issu e is 
stated so lely in terms o f Un ited 
States-So v iet riv alry an d U.S. re­ 
sp o n se to y et an o ther in sidio u s 
Co mmu n ist challen ge to o u r ro le as 
defen der o f freedo m aro u n d the 
wo rld. 
To co -co lu mn ists Ro wlan d Ev ­ 
an s an d Ro bert No v ak , the “stam­ 
p ede to iso latio n ism” by an ti-ad­ 
min istratio n Demo crats an d the 
“co n gressio n al ramp age” again st 
Presiden t Fo rd’s “co mp arativ ely 
mo dest” effo rts to slo w the rise o f 
the So v iet-back ed MLPA to to tal 
co n tro l o f An go la reflects a su p er­ 
p o wer in declin e an d sy mbo lizes 
U.S. in ability to resp o n d to So v iet 
challen ges becau se o f the rav ages 
o f Vietn am an d 10 y ears o f in tern al 
p o litical u p heav al. 
The So v iets, say s the Wall 
Street Jo u rn al, are “testin g o u r re­ 
so lv e.” 
Well, they tested o u r in telli­ 
gen ce with the 1972 wheat deal. 
They tested o u r gu llibility in the 
first SALT disarmamen t agree­ 
men ts. No w they are ap p aren tly 
testin g the limits o f o u r dev o tio n 
to deten te. 
Perhap s it is time the Un ited 
States did a little testin g o f its o wn . 
Rather than o p p o sin g the So v iet 
Un io n by p ro x y again , rather than 
in v estin g o u r n atio n al p restige in a 
p art o f the wo rld who se p o litics are 
far mo re tan gled than they were in 
Vietn am, p erhap s it is time we 
wen t right to the heart o f the mat­ 
ter—to the Kremlin itself. 
Tru e, Secretary o f State Kissin ­ 
ger has been dro p p in g in creasin gly 
stro n g hin ts abo u t the dan ger So v i­ 
et meddlin g in Africa p o ses to de­ 


ten te. Bu t his wo rds are merely 
wo rds, back ed u p by n o real p ro s* 
p ect o f deterren t p en alties, an d 
the So v iets k n o w it. 
What p en alties co u ld we im­ 
p o se? 
We co u ld, fo r o n e thin g, sto p u n ­ 
derwritin g the So v iet eco n o my 
with massiv e ship men ts o f grain . 
Fo r an o ther, we co u ld sto p ex p o rt­ 
in g o u r in du strial an d scien tific 
techn o lo gy to the So v iet Un io n . 
Bu t we wo n ’t if the admin istra­ 
tio n has its way . We will co n tin u e to 
blu ster abo u t So v iet “reco lo n iza­ 
tio n ” o f Africa an d frighten o u r­ 
selv es with the v isio n o f a So v iet 
co lo ssu s astride the Atlan tic ship ­ 
p in g lan es, ev en as we co n tin u e to 
p ro v ide the So v iet Un io n with 
mu ch o f the eco n o mic wherewithal 
to p u rsu e its imp erialistic adv en ­ 
tu rism. 
An d as lo n g as we co n tin u e to 
base o u r p o licy o n k n ee-jerk reac­ 
tio n s to So v iet in itiativ es, as if the 
wo rld were a gian t red-an d-white 
check erbo ard with o u r atten tio n 
p resen tly fo cu sed o n a sq u are that 
hap p en s to be labeled An go la, we 
will co n tin u e to p lay a fo o lish an d 
co stly game acco rdin g to ru les laid 
do wn by the Kremlin . 
Iro n ically , ev en as we p ro p o se 
tak in g the imp erialistic o n u s o ff 
the back s o f the Ru ssian s in An go la 
an d p u ttin g it o n o u rselv es, in ter­ 
estin g dev elo p men ts are o ccu rrin g 
in an o ther sq u are o f the check er­ 
bo ard which we “lo st” to co mmu ­ 
n ism after the ex p en ditu re o f 56,000 
liv es an d u n to ld billio n s o f do llars. 
The No rth Vietn amese are activ ely 
co u rtin g n o rmal dip lo matic rela­ 
tio n s with the Un ited States an d are 
seek in g American , n o t Ru ssian o r 
Chin ese, assistan ce in dev elo p in g 
their o il reso u rces. 
The debate o v er An go la is n o t 
the sign o f a su p erp o wer in declin e. 
It is an in dicatio n that we are 
learn in g to v iew the wo rld in terms 
o ther than a threat to o u r p restige 
here an d a men ace to o u r su rv iv al 
there an d are begin n in g to ask o u r­ 
selv es where o u r lo n g-term in ter­ 
ests tru ly lie an d ho w they can best 
be serv ed. 
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A recen t remark by Yale Un i­ 
v ersity p residen t Kin gman Brew­ 
ster has been widely , an d ap p ro v ­ 
in gly , q u o ted: 
“Un til we can dev ise way s by 
which the in flatio n ary co n seq u en ce 
o f a co n gressman ’s v o te is traced 
to him with the same p articu larity 
which attaches to a y ea o r n ay o n a 
rev en u e bill, we will n o t cu re the 
disease o f p u blic sp en din g mo tiv at­ 
ed by the desire to achiev e re-elec­ 
tio n .” 
As with o ther statemen ts o f a 
similar n atu re, the imp licatio n is 
that p o litician s will do an y thin g to 
get themselv es re-elected. That 
go es witho u t say in g. No bo dy will 
argu e abo u t that. 
Bu t again , what seems to be to ­ 
tally ign o red is the fact that it tak es 
two to tan go in this matter. If the 
v o ters in sist o n rewardin g the big 
sp en ders by retu rn in g them to o f­ 
fice again an d again , the v o ters are 
at least accesso ries after the fact. 
To co mp lain abo u t in flatio n ary 
go v ern men t sp en din g while ign o r­ 
in g the resp o n sibility o f the elec­ 


to rate in a demo cracy is lik e la 
men tin g abo u t the rise in au to mo ­ 
bile thefts an d bu rglaries while ig­ 
n o rin g the fact that crimin als do n ’t 
bu y sto len go o ds fro m each o ther— 
they sell them to law-abidin g citi­ 
zen s hap p y to mak e a go o d deal. 
Brewster also seems to be say ­ 
in g, ho wev er, that v o ters are u n a­

deaths an d damage lik ely to be 
cau sed. 
The wo rk was carried o u t by a 
scien tist o f co n siderable rep u te, an 
ho n est, able, u p right man . 
The co n clu sio n s, n ev ertheless, 
are false an d misleadin g. They are 
the resu lt o f a mathematical an o m­ 
aly an d are n o t p riv ately tak en at 
face v alu e by sen io r scien tists in 
the agen cy with who m this rep o rt­ 
er has been in co n tact. 
The stu dy fin ds that the chan ce 
o f an y in div idu al dy in g fro m an ac­ 
ciden t in a n u clear-p o wered u tility 
p lan t in an y o n e y ear is a min iscu le 
o n e in fiv e billio n —assu min g 100 
n u clear p lan ts—as co n trasted with 
a o n e in 4,000 chan ce o f dy in g in an 
au to mo bile acciden t, a o n e in 10,000 
chan ce o f bein g k illed in a fall, a 
o n e in 30,000 chan ce o f dro wn in g. 
The p ro bability o f 100 p erso n s dy ­ 
in g in a n u clear reacto r acciden t— 
again assu min g 100 o p eratin g n u ­ 
clear u tility p lan ts—is calcu lated 
at o n e in 100,000 y ears, ro u ghly the 
same p ro bability as 100 p erso n s be­ 
in g k illed in a meteo rite imp act. In 
co n trast with o n e chan ce in 16 
y ears o f 100 p eo p le dy in g in an ex ­ 
p lo sio n , o r o n e in sev en y ears o f 100 
dy in g in a fire. 
This wo u ld seem to p lace n u cle­ 
ar acciden ts as o n e o f the least o f 
the wo rries we might face in the 
y ears ahead. 
Tho u gh the mathematical p ro ­ 
cedu res leadin g to this co n clu sio n 
are p recise, giv en the data, there is 
a catch. Becau se o f the limited ex ­ 
p erien ce we hav e had thu s far with 
n u clear p o wer the p ro babilities 
which sho w u p o n the an swer lin e 
may be so disto rted as to be mean ­ 
in gless. 
To o v ersimp lify , it is as tho u gh 
o n e flip p ed a co in three times, then

This is no t to sa y we sho uld’ 
sla cken o ur driv e fo r nuclea r po w­ 
er. Oppo nents, no twithsta nding , 
the ev idence po ints to a mo st se­ 
rio us need. And tho ug h, a s no ted, 
the ma thema tics o f this study do 
no t pro v e it a s sa fe a s g o v ernment 
pro pa g a ndists cla im, there is no 
ev idence to da te either to sug g est 
serio usly tha t nuclea r po wer will 
be mo re da ng ero us tha n a uto mo ­ 
biles, swimming po o ls, a irpla nes 
o r g a s a s a fuel, which we ha v e 
co me to a ccept in return fo r the 
benefits they o ffer. 


Brezhnev mends 
Polish fences 


WARSAW (LEN S)- Leo n id 
Brezhn ev may n o t be in the best o f 
health these day s, bu t he trav eled 
all the way to Warsaw last week in 
o rder to giv e the leader o f Ru ssia’s 
biggest ally in Eastern Eu ro p e, 
Edward Gierek , a p at o n the back 
at his p arty co n gress. Brezhn ev ’s 
p ay -o ff fro m the Po lish leader was 
a warm tribu te to Po lan d’s Ru ssian 
co n n ectio n , co u p led with his en ­ 
do rsemen t o f the idea o f a wo rld 
Co mmu n ist co n feren ce to u p ho ld 
Ru ssia’s p rimacy in the wo rld 
Co mmu n ist mo v emen t. 
The Ru ssian s hav e wan ted this 
co n feren ce fo r so me time bu t ap ­ 
p ear ev en k een er o n it n o w that 
their p ro ject fo r a Eu ro p ean Co m­ 
mu n ist co n feren ce has ru n in to se­ 
rio u s tro u ble o win g to the o p p o si­ 
tio n o f imp o rtan t p arties in West­ 
ern Eu ro p e, p lu s Ru man ia an d 
Yu go slav ia. Fo r go o d measu re, 
Gierek also threw in a sharp attack 
o n Chin a. 
The Po lish p eo p le were to ld by 
Gierek an d o ther Po lish leaders 
last week that their liv in g stan d­ 
ards wo u ld go o n risin g bu t o n ly if 
p ro du ctio n co sts go do wn an d p ro ­ 
du ctiv ity go es u p . “A “flex ible 
p ricin g p o licy ” will rep lace the 
p resen t p rice freeze o n basic fo o d­ 


stu ffs, bu t o n ly after the go v ern ­ 
men t has had an o ther go o d lo o k at 
the eco n o mic facts an d co n su lted 
the wo rk ers. Price in creases will 
be p hased in gradu ally , so as n o t to 
u p set to o man y p eo p le. 


Gierek has rep laced n early half 
o f the Cen tral co mmittee (n o w en ­ 
larged fro m 115 to 140 members) 
with his su p p o rters. This, an d the 
dro p p in g fro m bo th the cen tral 
co mmittee an d the p o litbu ro o f 
Fran ciszek Szlachcic, Gierek ’s 
erstwhile p ro tege an d right-han d 
man , who ap p aren tly sho wed him­ 
self to o p u shy last y ear, are sign s 
that the p arty leader wan ts to co n ­ 
so lidate his p o wer base in an ticip a­ 
tio n o f tro u bles ahead. 
Perhap s to stren gthen their 
leader’s han d again st p ressu res 
fro m Ru ssia an d his o wn hard-lin ­ 
ers, so me 70 Po lish in tellectu als 
hav e p ro tested again st the p lan n ed 
chan ges in the Po lish co n stitu tio n , 
ap p ro v ed at the p arty co n gress, 
which are design ed to emp hasize; 
the Co mmu n ist p arty ’s leadin g ro le 
in so ciety . Ev iden tly the p ro testers 
fear that these fo rmal chan ges 
co u ld also mean a fu rther ero sio n 
o f the co u n try ’s mo dest degree o f 
cu ltu ral an d religio u s freedo m.

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Jet setter is 
devoted volunteer

CHICAGO (AP) — Donna J. 
Stone, a woman wealthy and 
attractive enough to mingle 
with the Jet Set, spends most of 
her time and a good bit of her 
wealth organizing volunteers 
against child abuse. 
“You’d be surprised how 
many of us there are — full­ 
time professional volunteers,” 
said Ms. Stone with a laugh. “I 
guess I could be doing all sorts 
of things, fly ing around ... In­ 
stead, I’m overworked, I’d say , 
I sometimes put in 90 or 95 
hours a week.” 
Ms. Stone, who prefers that 
title, is founder and president 
of the National Committee for 
Prevention of Child Abuse, 
formed in 1972 and ex panded to 
include volunteers in Illinois, 
Florida, Massachussetts, Tex as 
and Kansas. 
Besides serving as the Na­ 
tional Committee’s director and 
chief promoter, she helped it 
along with more than $ 500,000 


of her money . 
Why ? Certainly not because 
of personal childhood trauma. 
Her father is a millionaire at 
least 350 times over: insurance 
magnate W. Clement Stone — 
philanthropist, friend and mold- 
er of presidents, a man whose 
own daughter say s he never hit 
a kid in his life. 
Stone’s credo, “Positive Men­ 
tal Attitude,” is emblazoned on 
his daughter’s office wall, and 
she is perhaps the second most 
vocal advocate of the idea, 
“You can do it if y ou think y ou 
can.” 
“I come from a very service- 
minded family ,” Ms. Stone 
said, “And I got involved q uite 
y oung ... I see this as some­ 
thing I should be doing. I 
found, if I may be immodest, 
that I had a gift for adminis­ 
tration.” 
In serving on the boards of a 
number of national service or­ 
ganizations, she realized the 
need for one dealing solely with 
child abuse.

“ Illino is 
architecture 
has 
chang ed the face o f the wo rld,’’ 
say s Bruce Sag an, chairman o f 
the Illino is Arts Co uncil. 
“ No city o r natio n in the 
wo rld lo o ks the same as it did 
100 y ears ag o because o f Il­ 
lino is’ co ntributio n,” he said in 
an interv iew. 
The arts co uncil is co -spo n­ 
so ring with the Illino is Bicen­ 
tennial Co mmissio n and o ther 
ag encies a statewide o bser­ 
v ance called “ Illino is Archi­ 
tecture: An Illino is Bicentennial 
Celebratio n.” 
During 19 76 a number o f 
ev ents and activ ities will co m­ 
memo rate no t o nly this co ntri­ 
butio n but the architecture o f 
Illino is co urt ho uses as well. 
“ The Rev o lutio n to o k place o n 
the East Co ast and there’s 
no thing much we can do ,” said 
Sag an, ex plaining the state’s di­ 
lemma in try ing to find so me­ 
thing the state has co ntributed 
which has been “ impo rtant to 
the life o f the natio n.” 
The 
so -called 
“ Chicag o 
scho o l” o f architecture at the 
end o f the last century and the 
beg inning o f the 2 0th made co n­ 
tributio ns which chang ed build­ 
ing techno lo g y and desig n, he 
po inted o ut. 
And there were further co ntri­ 
butio ns in the building o f bun­ 
g alo ws and the desig n o f sub­ 
urbs and parks, he added. 
“ To day , Chicag o is still ar­ 
chitecturally the mo st dy namic 
city in the wo rld,” Sag an said. 
The sky scraper was bo rn in 
Chicag o when William Le Bar­ 
o n Jenney desig ned the 10-sto ry 
Ho me 
Insurance 
Building , 
erected in 18 9 4 . 
That was the first firepro o f 
steel skeleto n building . Pre­ 
v io usly , iro n and sto ne were 
the majo r materials fo r big 
building s. 
But iro n and cast iro n wo uld 
no t withstand fires, and the 
heig ht to which sto ne building s 
co uld be erected was limited. 
Other inno v atio ns in Chicag o 
which co ntributed to the g ro wth 
o f 
the 
sky scraper 
included 
building o n piling s and later o n 
caisso ns. 
The g ro wth o f the “ Chicag o 
scho o l” fo llo wed Jenney . These 
architects tried to break away 
fro m classical, histo rical sty les 
and used wide g lass windo ws

building s. 
But these o ften were deco ­ 
rated with co lumns, scro lls and

The Doctor Says: 
Cholestrol fuss 
has lowered the 
heart attack rate 
By LAWRENCE LAMB, M.D. 
DEAR DR. LAMB— I wish 
y ou wou ld comment on the en­ 
closed colu mn by a man who 
claims the theory that y ou 
shou ld limit y ou r cholesterol in­ 
take is all bu nk. Note he eats as 
many as two dozen eggs a 
week, drinks a q u art of milk a 
day , av oids low cholesterol 
foods and still has a v ery low 
cholesterol lev el. Is he right 
and, if so, why can’t all of u s eat 
a high cholesterol diet? 


DEAR READER- The col­ 
u mn y ou sent me does a dis­ 
serv ice to the p u blic. The man 
ev idently is not a scientist nor a 
p hy sician and has u sed his own 
case to try to disp rov e the work 
done on literally thou sands of 
p eop le by well trained scien­ 
tists. One case of any thing 
doesn’t p rov e v ery mu ch and 
the p oorst ex amp le of all is y ou r 
oWh case. 
He is wrong when he asks 
why the nation’s heart attack 
rate hasn’t decreased with the 
“nationwide near hy steria ov er 


Since tax ation was one of 
the main reasons for the 
Rev olu tion.

lowering cholesterol.” If he 
were better informed he wou ld 
know that it has. It wou ld p rob­ 
ably decrease ev en fu rther if 
more p eop le q u it smoking, re­ 
mained p hy sically activ e, elim­ 
inated or av oided obesity and 
av oided ex cess intake of high- 
fat high-cholesterol foods. 
He is right in assu ming that 
hereditary factors are imp or­ 
tant. We know p erfectly well 
that some p eop le can eat high- 
fat, high-cholesterol diets and 
not hav e high blood cholesterol 
lev els. These indiv idu als inher­ 
it a different body chemistry 
than the rest of the p op u lation. 
Some racial grou p s su ch as the 
Masai are good ex amp les of 
hereditary p rotection against 
high cholesterol and its comp li­ 
cations of heart disease. Also 
most women in their childbear­ 
ing age sp an hav e low blood 
cholesterol lev els desp ite what 
they eat. He is certainly not a 
trail blazer with that news. 
Finally , he is in his mid 30s 
and tells u s nothing abou t his 
lev el of p hy sical conditioning, 
how mu ch he ex ercises or 
whether he is fat or lean. 
The p oint that high cholester­ 
ol lev els may be cau sed by y ou r 
genes is no argu ment at all for 
ignoring its significance any 
more than one with diabetes 
shou ld ignore diet becau se dia­ 
betes is hereditary . 
The simp le facts are that p eo­ 
p le who do hav e high cholester­ 
ol lev els can often lower them 
throu gh dietary means, which 
inclu des limiting calories to 
correct or eliminate obesity , 
fat, satu rated fat and cholester­ 
ol. If the writer had ev er treat­ 
ed p atients with these p roblems 
he wou ld hav e had a broad 
enou gh ex p erience to hav e 
made a more balanced p resen­ 
tation to the p u blic. On a case to 
case basis those of u s who hav e 
seen what diet does to p eop le 
with high cholesterol lev els 
know that diet is an imp ortant 
factor in treating su ch p eop le. 
These p atients with high cho­ 
lesterol lev els are different ani­ 
mals than the y ou ng colu mnist 
who has an ex p erience lev el of 
one case. 
You ng women, children and 
those with normal cholesterol 
lev els need not be so restrictiv e 
with their diet. Bu t su ch indi­ 
v idu als need regu lar checks to 
be su re the cholesterol lev el re­ 
mains normal. Perhap s when 
the y ou ng writer is in his mid 
40s, if he doesn’t keep his 
weight down, he will need to 
change his life sty le—if he still 
has the chance.

Lord, the appeals cou rt said 
from St. Lou is, “seems to hav e 
shed the robe of the ju dg e an d 
assu med the man tle of the ad­ 
v ocate’’ in the len g thy pollu tion 
case. 
“I hav e don e my best to pro­ 
v ide for the max imu m protec­ 
tion of the pu blic health con ­ 
sisten t with du e process to all 
con cern ed,’’ the ju dg e said in a 
brief statemen t issu ed by aides. 
“As of today , I can do n o more. 
I am hopefu l that the n ex t 
ju dg e will be g iv en the power 
an d su pport n ecessary to pro­ 
tect the pu blic health of the 
people in Min n esota an d the en ­ 
v iron men t in which we liv e.’’ 
“That’s all I’ll say today ,” 
the smilin g , 55-y ear-old ju dg e 
told reporters who g athered in 
his chambers here. 
Reserv e Min in g , which dis­ 
charg es 67,000 ton s of waste 
rock daily in to Lake Su perior 
from its Silv er Bay , Min n ., 
, tacon ite plan t, complain ed to 
' the appeals cou rt last mon th 
that Lord was n o lon g er actin g 
impartially in the case. 
The complain t came after 
Lord, on ce Min n esota’s attor­ 
n ey g en eral, ordered Reserv e 


to pay $100,000 to con tin u e fil­ 
tration of the mu n icipal water 
su pply at Du lu th, Min n ., an d 
other commu n ities alon g the 
North Shore of Lake Su perior. 


The 16-pag e appeals cou rt 
ru lin g referred to “obv iou s im­ 
propriety ’’ in Lord’s order re­ 
qu irin g Reserv e to deposit the 
mon ey “withou t proper n otice 
an d hearin g .’’ The cou rt said it 
was dissolv in g the district cou rt 
order an d retu rn in g the $100,000 
deposit to Reserv e. 
Don Wrig ht, Reserv e’s direc­ 
tor of commu n ication s, declin ed 
commen t on the appeal cou rt’s 
decision . 


“We hav en ’t seen it an d we 
won ’t commen t u n til we’v e 
seen it,’’ he said.

Miklos Petrov icks, 40, was 
taken in to cu stody by FBI 
ag en ts Tu esday withou t v io­ 
len ce after an in ciden t in which 
he alleg edly held the man ag er 
of a Ban k of America bran ch in 
a shoppin g cen ter in this Los 
An g eles su bu rb hostag e for 
n early two hou rs. 
After the in ciden t, ban k man ­ 
ag er Joe Ferg u son said, “He 
wan ted birdseed. 
“He said pollu tion was killin g 
his birds.... Birds were fallin g 
from the sky .... We shou ld 
take care of his birds.” 
The man also u rg ed that “we 
shou ld all g o down to the sea­ 
shore an d clean se ou rselv es,” 
the ban k man ag er said. “He 
said he had don e it sev eral 
times himself, bu t that it was 
v ery cold.” 
The 40-y ear-old ban k man ­ 
ag er said Petrov icks came in to 
the ban k at abou t 2 p.m. an d 
jammed a g u n in to his ribs. 
The man ordered Ferg u son to 
hav e all the ban k employ es an d 
cu stomers leav e the bu ildin g 
an d deman ded that Ferg u son 
call all bran ches of the Ban k of 
America — the n ation ’s larg est 
commercial ban k with more 
than 1,000 offices in Californ ia 
— an d “hav e each of them 
sen d a tru ckload of birdseed to 
this bran ch.” 
Ferg u son said he called on e 
bran ch requ estin g birdseed an d 
then called police with Petrov ­ 
icks’ permission . 
The man spoke on the tele­ 
phon e for n early 30 min u tes 
with FBI ag en t John Hall, who 
then came to the scen e. 
After Hall an d Petrov icks 
had spoken ag ain , the ag en t en ­ 
tered the ban k at abou t 3:40 
p.m. They ag reed to meet 
u n armed at the fron t door. 
As Hall en tered the ban k, po­ 
lice ru shed in an d captu red 
Petrov icks. Au thorities said he 
joked with officers as they 
han dcu ffed him. 


Phillip Ston e, special ag en t 
with the Cu lv er City police, 
said Petrov icks directed him to 
a .38 -caliber rev olv er he said 
he placed in a desk drawer 
after takin g Ferg u son hostag e. 
Becau se Petrov icks did n ot 
deman d mon ey , federal au thor­ 
ities were n ot certain what 
charg es wou ld be filed. 
“The U.S. attorn ey will check

W ally and Ph yllis Lee, re­ 
cently furloughed missionaries, 
from Papua New Guinea, in a 
prim itive tribal culture one 
generation out of the stone age 
w ill be speaking and showing 
colorm pictures at Open Bible 
Church, Dixon, Thursday at 7 
p.m. 
The Lees have been serving 
in a 
form erly 
hostile 
area 
opened 18 years ago to the white 
man. Only 12 years prior to the 
Lees arrival the first 
mis­ 
sionaries went into this tribe. 
Their station at an elevation of 
7,000 feet is 55 miles by rough 
jeep road from the nearest air 
strip. During their four years of 
service in the Waisa area a 
Bible Training School has been 
established w ith 53 young 
mountain men in training for 
native evangelism. Many times 
these young men minister at 
the risk of their lives in tribal 
villages. M r. Lee reports that 
six congregations have been 
established which meet in bam­ 
boo and grass thatched village 
churches built by the nationals. 
They form erly met for tribal 


dances now they meet morning 
and evening for prayer. 
Their operation includes a 
literacy program because 95 
per cent of the population is 
illiterate. 
In this 
particular 
place a disease, sim ilar to 
Multiple Sclerosis, called Kuru, 
found only in the Fore tribe is 
pevilent. Through the ministry 
of prayer several have been 
cured of this crippling disease 
and are now serving in the 
churches. 


The Lees served as lay lead­ 
ers and youth counselors in 
Faith 
Temple, 
Sioux 
Falls, 
South Dakota. W ally served as 
a district sales supervisor for a 
food products company and is a 
Business College graduate. 
They are ordained ministers 
with Open Bib le Standard 
Churches headquartered in Des 
Moines, Iowa. 
The Rev. W illis E . Dixon, 
says that the Lees have an 
inspirational 
presentation 
including pictures, artifacts 
and native music which they 
w ill 
oresenting.

After near catastrophe at 
Brooklyn, Washington was on 
Manhattan Island. Far from se­ 
cure, he faced another possible 
trap; but he still waited over 
two weeks before evacuating 
New York City (Sept. 12, 1776) 
and heading for the heights on 
northern Manhattan. Political 
pressures and divided opinion 
on the best policy caused the 
delay. 


Fortunately for the Ameri­ 
cans, the British had not pur­ 
sued their advantage immedi­ 
ately: Lord Howe wanted to use 
New York’s docks to refit his 
frigates, and he wasted time in 
abortive peace negotiations 
with Congress. Had British ves­ 
sels gone up the East River and 
secured control of the Harlem 
River (separating Manhattan 
Island from the mainland) 
Washington and much of his 
army would have been bottled 
up on the island. 


On Sept. 15 General Howe fi­ 
nally made a move, landing 
four divisions with little or no 
opposition at Kip’s Bay on the 
eastern side of Manhattan. As 
General Washington rode to­ 
ward the scene, he found men 
retreating in confusion. “Take 
the walls!” he yelled. With Is­ 
rael Putnam and other officers 
he tried in vain to rally the colo­ 
nials. At the sight of the oncom­ 
ing Hessians, the Americans 
threw away their muskets, 
knapsacks, hats and coats, run­ 
ning away as if the devil were in 
pursuit. 
Washington was so enraged 
by this cowardly display that he 
was blinded to his own personal 
safety. An aide-de-camp liter­ 
ally pulled him away in the nick 
of time. Throwing his hat on the 
ground, the commander-in- 
chief fumed, “ Are these the 
men with whom I am to defend 
America?” 


Before the British could 
stretch themselves across 
Manhattan, General Putnam 
galloped south to rush remain­ 
ing troops, including Henry 
Knox’s invaluable artillery 
train, to the northern part of the 
island. If Putnam’s young aide, 
Aaron Burr, had not guided 
them by way of a little-used 
road along the Hudson, all of 
them would probably have been 
trapped and captured. 
The British soon found that 
the colonial troops could not al­ 
ways be routed easily. Wash­ 
ington, who called the Kip’s 
Bay affair “ disgraceful and 
cowardly,” reorganized his 
forces to hold off the redcoats in 
a series of small encounters 
known as the battle of Harlem 
Heights. As General Howe 
spent time that autumn build­ 
ing 
unnecessary 
defenses 
against the weak enemy, the 
Americans strengthened Ft. 
Washington in naturally rugged 
parts of northern Manhattan. 
General Washington also se­ 
cured Kings Bridge, the impor­ 
tant strategic crossing from the 
island to the mainland. 
Colonial forces having left, 
Howe occupied New York City 
without a fight. His secretary, 
Ambrose Serle, wrote that 
“ Nothing could equal the joy of 
the inhabitants . . . One thing is 
worth remarking, a woman 
pulled down the rebel standard 
upon the fort, and a woman 
hoisted up in its stead His Maj­ 
esty’s flag after trampling the 
other under foot with the most 
contemptuous indignation.” 
If Tories of New York greeted 
the British warmly, outspoken 
Patriots scurried to safety else­ 


where. Several newspaper pub­ 
lishers were among those who 
left the city as the enemy ap­ 
proached in August 1776. 
Samuel Loudon, a book deal­ 
er who had founded the New 
York Packet earlier that year, 
took his paper to Fishkill where 
he issued official documents of 
the New York Committee of 
Safety. 
The redoubtable John Holt of 
the New-York Journal fled to 
Connecticut where he remained 
until New York authorities 
made him the state printer. He 
had barely resumed operations 
at Kingston (then Esopus) how­ 
ever, before the British burned 
the place. On the run again, 
Holt went to Poughkeepsie and 
managed to keep the Journal 
alive until he could bring it 
back to New York. 
Hugh Gaine took his press to 
Newark, N.J., where he briefly 
issued the New-York Gazette 
and Weekly Murcury. As he 
saw how the military action 
was going, Gaine decided that 
the colonial cause was lost. He 
therefore brought his paper 
back to New York where he 
could operate under British 
protection. 
When General Howe landed a 
large army at Pell’s Point on 
the mainland in mid-October, 
Washington realized that the 
enemy was circling to entrap 
the Americans. Leaving a 
strong colonial garrison at Ft. 
Washington, which he felt could 
hold out, he marched the main 
body of the Continental Army to 
the mainland and took up a po­ 
sition among the hills of White 
Plains. 
After sharp but indecisive

fighting there Washington with­ 
drew to the north. Howe now 
decided to strike at Ft. Wash­ 
ington on Manhattan. Although 
the garrison fought courage­ 
ously, it had to surrender. As 
American watched helplessly 
from Ft. Lee (across the Hud­ 
son in New Jersey) masses of 
British and Hessian troops 
swarmed into Ft. Washington, 
capturing almost 3,000 men, 
much equipment and many 
cannon (Nov. 16, 1776). 
This was the most costly 
American loss thus far in the 
war. 
With surprising speed for 
him, General Howe now sent a 
strong force under Lord Corn­ 
wallis to take Ft. Lee. Ameri­ 
can troops under General Na­ 
thaniel Greene managed to 
evacuate the fort, but in their 
haste they abandoned guns, 
supplies and stranding tents. 
In the capture of Forts Wash­ 
ington and Lee the tally of lost 
equipment so sorely needed by 
the Americans was staggering: 
146 cannon, about 3,000 small 
arms, 12,000 shot and 400,000 
cartridges. 
By now Washington had 
moved into New Jersey and 
joined forces with Greene at 
Hackensack. As the American 
Army (almost vanishing from 
desertions) 
retreated 
to 
Princeton, the British under 
Cornwallis and Howe were in 
pursuit. Rushing toward the 
Delaware 
River, 
General 
Washington (having taken all 
available boats) crossed over 


into Pennsylvania with an 
army that had dwindled to 3,000 
men. 
Once again the American 
commander had eluded cap­ 
ture. Part of his force was still 
on the river when the British 
reached Trenton. If General 
Howe had not been inexcusably 
slow in chasing the enemy it 
seems certain that he could 
have caught and destroyed 
Washington’s small force. Why 
he did not move more quickly 
remains unclear. 
It was still a dismal situation 
for General Washington. The 
British could easily build rafts 
or boats to cross the Delaware, 
and the Americans were hardly 
ready to make a stand. In des­ 
peration Washington called for 
more troops. Without them, he 
wrote gloomily, “ I think the 
game will be pretty well up.” 
At this point General Howe 
decided to give up the pursuit 
and went into winter quarters. 
What a disheartening series 
of events had occurred since 
the British had evacuated Bos­ 
ton earlier in the year. But in 
the mixture of blunders and 
faulty strategy General Sir Wil­ 
liam Howe had lost several op­ 
portunities to capture General 
Washington and crush the Con­ 
tinental Army. The Americans 
had suffered severe losses 
around New York and had been 
forced to retreat across New 
Jersey. At the end of 1776, how­ 
ever, the battered Continental 
Army had at least escaped total 
destruction.

PEORIA, 111. (AP) — For 26 
years, Bradley University stu­ 
dents took their business, their 
laughter and their problems to 
the tavern run by Smokey and 
Rosie Maroon. 
Now the couple has sold it, 
but 
Mrs. 
Maroon 
says: 
“ There’s fulfillment in thinking 
you’ve had a part in shaping 
their character.” 
There was nothing physically 
impressive about the place, 
with its undistinguished furnish­ 
ings, cheap murals of the 
American west and bar clock 
that usually ran five or ten 
minutes fast. 
But after Maroon opened it in 
1949 at age 31, the tavern be­ 
came a favorite haunt for 
Bradley students. Mrs. Maroon 
said: “ They came not so much 
because they wanted a drink 
but a place to meet their 
friends.” 
But she said the long daily 
hours—9 a.m. to 1 the following 
morning—began to wear, and 
her husband agreed with her 
wishes to give up the business. 
“ Kids would start coming in 
and say,‘my grandfather told 
me to tell you hello, Smokey’,” 
she said. “ Now he didn’t mind 
when people would come in and 
say their dad said to say hello, 
but when the grandkids started 
coming in, he knew it was time 
to quit.” 
The laconic Maroon was as 
well known as a professor, and 
Mrs. Maroon’s concern for stu­ 


dent welfare earned her the 
title “ West End Housemother.” 
And alumni kept dropping in to 
relive old times. 
“ We had people come in from 
Bradley after 20 years and 40 
pounds heavier," she said. 
“Smokey’d walk around the bar 
a couple times, then walk up 
and say,‘Hey Joe, how are you 
doing?” ’ 


A former Golden Glove box­ 
er, Maroon says he could stop 
any student fight by maneuver­ 
ing between the participants. 
Word was that he could get 
over the bar and be at the 
scene in 34 seconds. 
“ The kids knew 
if they 
caused 
trouble, 
they 
were 
barred...and that was a real 
stigma,” said Mrs. Maroon. 
“ They liked Smokey and never 
wanted to get him in trouble.” 


Students who had consumed 
too much also could count on 
Maroon to sober them up with 
coffee and find them a ride 
home. If a ride couldn’t be 
found, Maroon would take them 
himself. 
“ I used to take somebody 
home, then I’d come back and 
they’d be back there,” he said. 
But there was a limit of two 
on one of the tavern’s more po­ 
tent drinks, the Red Devil (vod­ 
ka, gin, bourbon, rum and 
Grenadine topped off with beer 
and served in a milkshake 
glass).

in Angola 


ROME, Ga. (A P) — A Viet­ 
nam veteran who calls himself 
a “ free-lance soldier” says he 
plans to work for the Commu­ 
nists in Angola because the pay 
is better than for Western-back­ 
ed factions in the civil war. 
The veteran, who refused to 
allow his name to be used, was 
quoted Monday by the Rome 
News-Tribune as saying both 
the Soviet Union and the United 
States are recruiting merce­ 
naries to fight in Angola. 
There have been reports — 
denied by the White House — 
that the Central Intelligence 
Agency has recruited merce­ 
naries to fight against Soviet- 
backed forces. 
Although it is illegal for a 
U.S. citizen to fight in the serv­ 


ice of another country, the vet­ 
eran said the practice is wide­ 
spread. 
He said he will receive $2,800 
a month and the rank of major 
for fighting with the Soviet- 
backed Popular Movement for 
the Liberation of Angola. 
“ The work will be routine 
guerilla warfare — the hit and 
run sort of thing,” he was 
quoted as saying. 
In an interview with reporter 
Betsy Neal, the veteran, who 
was referred to as “ Don,” said 
he was recruited through an 
advertisement in an Atlanta 
newspaper. 
The manager of classified ad­ 
vertising for the Atlanta Jour­ 
nal and Constitution — the 
city’s two major newspapers — 


could find no record of such an 
ad in the past six weeks. He 
said federal regulations would 
prohibit any ad specifying men 
or young persons for jobs. 
“ Some of my associates on 
the West Coast say that Ameri­ 
can recruiters are coming to 
their door and asking them to 
sign up for service,” the man 
called Don was quoted as say­ 
ing. 
He told Miss Neal the alleged 
American recruiters are not 
identifying the groups they rep­ 
resent but are recruiting in the 
name of Holden Roberto, head 
of the U.S.-backed Front for the 
National Liberation of Angola. 
Miss Neal said she 
was 
shown documents and letters 
supporting his claims that he 


had been recruited by the So­ 
viets to fight in Angola and that 
he fought for them in Chile in 
1969 and 1970. 
He said a private investigator 
in Long Beach, Calif., special­ 
izes in finding where merce­ 
naries are needed in the world 
and what 
mercenaries 
are 
available for service. He did 
not identify the investigator. 
“ It takes a $50 deposit and a 
$10 fee each month to stay on 
his mailing list,” Don was 
quoted as saying, “ but it, is 
worth it to a free-lance sol­ 
dier.” 
In Minneapolis, meanwhile, a 
U.S. Navy veteran who hopes 
to lead a force of mercenaries 
to Angola, says he has found 15 
men willing to fight.
